‘INCIDENTS... 


_ WANCHAI CHECKED. 


One of the most serious incidents 
during’ yosterday’s rioting - took. 
Iaco in the busiest part of 

ongkong. It seomed that agita- 
tors and demonstrators concgn- 
trated thelr’ whole attentlon In 
creating disturbances in tho 
honrt of the city. During tho 
afternoon, Des Vooux Road Central 
was thronged with thousands of 
Chinese who stood in the: road- 
side and gaped at buildings, 
passors-by, or anything which 
suggested a “scene.” Police vigi- 
Innce during this perlod was at 
{ta hoight, and demonstrations 
wore quelled before they had timo 
to become serious. . 

In’ fact, rather than allow 
Japanese busincas men to run the 
danger of being molested while 
carrylng out their business, polico 
vans were brought into use to, 
conduct them to and from the 
offices and business hourcs. A 
party of Reven Japnnese was con- 
veyed in a van to the M.B.K. 
offices, and thus escnped any 
hoatile demonstration. 

European sergeants and Indian 
und Chinese constnblern picketed 
the whole of Des Vocux Road from 
Pedder Street to Sincere’s while 
equal precautions were observed 
along the Praya and in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Wing Lok wharf. 
where earlier in the day there 
hid been an ugly scene. 


Eye Gashed Open. 


Blood was spilt whep a crowd 
of Chinese attacked 2. Japanese 
in Des Voeux Road Central, short- 
ly after tiffin. A stone from the 
mob atruck the ‘victim beneath 
his left eye, causing a big gash. 

When he was rescued by an 
emergency squad, blood waa 
running down his face, - and the 
crowd wns growing more mennc- 
ing every minute. 

The injured man wre taken to 
the police station and had ‘his 
wound dressed, the crowd mean- 
while being dispersed by police 
with drawn batons, 

A serious case of maltreatment 
oveurred in the weatern district 
when a Japanese was chased and 
assaulted by a large crowd. When 
finally rescued by the Police, he 
had a scalp wound and jnjuriecs 
to other parts of his body. It 
was found necessary to send him 
tothe Government Civil Hospital. 


Overboard for Safety. 


A despernte escape from angry 
Chinese on the Yaumati ferry 
Man Chi, was made by oa Japanese 
passenger. Fearing an_ attack 
while the boat was in mid harbour 
he jumped. into the water’ un a 
Japiunese launch passed, - and 
shouted to .his. compatriots for 
assistance. 

The incident was reported to 
the Police by the ticket collector 
ofthe ferry, who-stated-that..as 
the launch was leaving the Hong- 
kong wharf the Japanese passenger 
was followed on board by an 
ungry mob of Chjnese. They 
swore at him and threatened him 
during the trip across, -Ag the 
Jnunch reached mid harbour with 
the crowd still demonstrative the 
Jnapunese passenger jumped over- 
bonrd on seeing the launch pass- 
ing. He shouted to those on 
board and was rescued by tha 
occupants, 

A Japanese 
were = assaulted 
outside the Royal Naval Yard 
when Chinese employees were 
streaming out of the gate for their 
mid-day meat. 

The couple were roughly 
handled, their hair being pulled 
and thelr clothes ripped before 
they could be rescued. :

police. Mr. Fukuda suffered In- 
juries to his face and abrasions 
to his back but his hurts were 
not-of a serious nature. 
- On another occasion two Indian 
constables, Gnhan Dad and Aba- 
ban Khan, who were on picket 
duty in Queen's Road West heard 
whisties blown, and when — they 
reached the spot they found. that 
a large crowd had collected, al- 
though there does not sacem to 
have been any particular: reason 
for the assembly. When the con- 
stables interfered and dispersed 
the crowd they retalinted with 
stones, one constable being in- 
jured nn stated above. The crowd 
wns finally dispersed. 

In connexion with this affair, 
two Chi .se were arrested and 
will be charged before the Magis- 
trate. They are Pun Chau, 22, 1 
coolic, of No. 6, Lai On Lane, and 
Leung Pik-chuen, 16, a student, of 
Queen's Rond Central. 

During the rioting at West 
Point the provious night, when a 
store containing Japnonosec = salt 
fish was attacked and wrecked, o 
van, under police. protection, 
arrived on the scene, after the 
crowd had been cleared, hoaded 
up the fish and took it away.

Central District. 


The central district was also 
considerably disturbed by a suc- 
ecession of incidents, continucd 
with sacorcely a break, well into 
the early hours of this morning. 
During the day shops in differant 
streets were invaded by angry 
crowds, and in one instance at 
Hollywood Road, when a shop 
deal. ww in Japanese goods was 
thus receiving attention, windows 
were smashed and’ the goods 
thrown out on the roadway. This 
was but one of miny such out- 
breaks which were no sooner 
quelled than trouble was report- 
ed elsewhere. 

For picket work the authorities 
had three squads out to patrol 
Queen’s Road, Des Voeux Round 
and Connought Road reapectively, 
and these were subjected to 4 
hail of stones at various points, 
In‘the course of the day, over 
twenty arrests were catricd out 
within this district alone, and 
to. recount .the. separate ..circums- 
tances of ench arrest would be 
to repent a story monotonous by 
ita similarity of detail. Note- 
worthy amongst’ these arrests, 
were those of two young men who 
threw stones at a police picket 
passing through Pottinger Strect, 
and were: unable to get away 
afterwards. .

From time to’time; requests 
were received, at the _ Central 
Police Station for escorts for 
Japanese residents. One, such call 
was received at 11.30 last night, 
when it was reported that a party 
of Japnnese, including » woman, 
were chased into.n house at Wing- 
lok Street and had found them- 
solves marooned there.

A DISGRACEFUL 
BUSINESS. 


The appeal made in the Police 
Court yesterday by Mr. Murphy for 
prompt and severe punishment of 
all Chinese found guilty of indulg- 
ing’ in anti-Japunese © demonstra- 
tions is one which will be general- 
ly re-echoed by all law-abiding - 
citizens, There can be no ques- 
tion thatuntess the most stringent 
measures are, taken, the situation 
will yet completely out of hand. 
Tho rights and the wrongs of the 
Manchurian affair can be alto- 
gether ruled» out. The point 
which the Hongkong authorities 
have to keep in mind is that this 
is x British Colony, in which ai} 
who reside here, whatever — their 
nationality, have the right to ex- 
pect protection from mob violence. 
Gangs of Chinese hooligans, insti- 
gated by agitators, must be taught 
that they cannot over-ride law and 
and order, and that if they attempt 
to do so, ‘heavy punishment will 
quickly follow: 

The unfortunate aspect of the 
whole business is that in crises 
such as these, the nominal leaders 
of the Chinese community seem to 
be quite unable to influence their 
compatriots to behave as respec- 
table citizens., We recognise, of 
course, that these attacks on 
Japanese lives und property are the 
‘work of the ignorant riff-raff, and 
that they are condemned as much 
by the better-class Chinese as by 
anyone else. None the less, it 
ougiit to be possible for the leaders 
of the community to find some 
medium through which they can 
appent to the better instincts of 
the people to refrain from compli- 
cating a situation which is adready 
serlous enough. Unhappily, mob 
psychology, a8 we remarked yes- 
terday, takes little account of rea- 
son. Yet some good might be 
done by seeking to show the mis- 
chief-makera the error of their 
ways, and demonstrating that, by 
acting as they are doing, they are 
only surrendering any sympathy

Election Talk. 


The emergency part of the Nn- 
tional Government's task, the 
balancing .of the- budget, ia likely 
to be completed by Friday of next 
week. In anticipation, , cortain 
quartera are bringing strong pres- 
anre upon the Prime Minister to 
precipitate a general election. The 
Conservatives appenr anxious to 
test the feeling of the country on 
the tariff issue, They seem con- 
fident of an clectoral triumph. 
This is perfectly clear. What we 
do not understand is the suggest 
tion that the tariff problem is one 
of real-urgency. The budget has 
been balanced without resort to 
tariffs. The Government has de- 
yised a programme which impores 
snerifices on all classes, involving 
a heavy burden on the bulk of the 
people, A tariff would serve to 
send up the cost of living, reduce 
the real value of wages and of the 
dole—which ja being cut op the 
pretext that the coat of living has 
fallen—and = produce © revenues 
which their own figures declare to 
be unnecessary. The only other 
reason for tariffs is bound up with 
the adverse trade balance, and we 
refuse at this moment to accept 
the view that this is the only device 
for grappling with the problem. 
Sir John Simon, whose judgment is 
seldom far astray, advocates an 
intelligent and discriminating res- 
triction of imports.. But delicate 
discrimination cannot be expected 
of an over-all tariff, and we favour 
the alternative. of a complete 
prohibition of luxuries. British 
finance will not be restored to its 
old, proud position in the eyes of 
the world by the imposition. of a 
tariff wall. In any event, surely 
present unsettled economic condi- 
tiona in Britain and elsewhere 
shou.J be sufficient to restrain 
politicians from creating greater 
uncertainty by forcing upon Great 
Britain an unwanted election.

LAND REGISTRATION. 


—_ 


ORDINANCE TO BE 
AMENDED. 


The Government | Intends to 
amend the Land Registration Or- 
dinance of 1844. 

Section 2 of this.Ordinance_sub- 
stitutes two sub-nections for section 
26 (2) of the principal Ordinance, 
the meaning of which was obscure 
and appeared to limit the Land 
Officer’s valuations to property 
worth more than that amount. Thus 
in the ease of the partition, ex- 
change, gift inter vives or assign- 
ment by a Trustee to a Ccstuique 
trust (wherein no consideration 
moncy ‘is stated ) there has been, 
in most cases, no proper statutory 
method of determining the appro- 
priate fee. - 

Section 3 of this Ordinance makes 
certuin additions to the foes sct out 
in the Second Schedule of the prin- 
cipal Ordinance.

In somo quarters it was expect- 
ed that the London seven-power con- 
ference ‘would: propare tho ground 
for n downward revision of repara-, 
tions and war debts.’ Thero hows 
been no sign that stich a plan came 
under discusaion. 

The agreement in London putting 
the moratorium into effect offers the 
prospect of a scaling down, how- 
ever. In the clause providing for 
German payment of the suspended 
annuity, a loophole is left. for a 
chunge in the whole body of re- 
parations, as If in acknowledgment 
of the prevailing nyitation. The 
agreemunt says that the suspended 
aniount shall be paid beginning July 
‘1, 1938, unless otherwise pian 
This Jast phrase, in what was sup- 
posed'to be n definite pact, is in- 
deed significant. : 

It is {dle to expect that the slate 
will be wiped entirely clean, As yct 
public opinion would not tolerate 
cancellation. Even revision will 
have to be taekled) warily. ‘How 
ahall it be approached?

feasibility of its reparations scheme 
depended upon the stability of the 
price level existing at the time. 
The chief means of obtaining the 
foreign money with which the Ger- 
mans pay reparations ig by selling 
goods nbrond.: If the price of goods 
falls, the burden of payment rises, 
e more yonds have to be pro- 
duecd and sold abroad in order to 
bring in the same monctary return, 
To assure Germany of some cer- 
tainty in its Hability, the nuthora 
of the Dawes plan therefore added 
a clnuse which would., have cor- 
related the annuities according to 
rice fluctuations. If the price 
evel fell below a certain point, the 
annuity would be reduced; vorres- 
pondingly, if it rose, the annuity 
would be increased. This was pro- 
tection for both debtor and creditor 
ngainst the vagaries of the pur- 
chasing power of moncy. 

From 1924 to 1928 the world 
price level changed but little, and 
there was no need to invoke the 
clauge, but since the Inauguration 
of the Young plan, succcasor to the 
Dawes plan, prices have fallen about 
30 per cent, adding a conalderable 
premium to all fixed. mioney pay- 
ments on debts contracted prior to 
the ‘fall. If ‘the clause in the 
Dawes plan had been tranaferred to 
the Young plan, Germany would 
thus have been able to obtain sub- 
stantial reliof, without inviting the 
political complications which attend 
‘revision conferences.—-For. the re-, 
lief would have come into effect 
automatically. 

At the time the Young plan was 
algged the omission of. the clause 
caused Httle comment. It fs only 
since the drop in the price lavel to 
a point which Sir Josiah Stamp said 
two yeurs ngo would inevitably pro. 
voke debt. reptdiation that it has 
been missed. Why was it left out? 
The reason was plain enough when 
the Young committee was sitting. 
The concern of the experts other 
than the American ond the Germans 
wag.to align reparations with war 
debts. There fa no price-fluctua- 
tion clause in the debt ecttlements

.In theory reparations form an 
obligation on Gorinany to pay the 
ex-Allles’ war danages. Back in 
1921 tho Reparation Commission 
set up by tho Treaty of Versailles 
fixed them at $33,000,000,000, Dis. , 
regarding this tremendous | sum, 
which was o stage figuro for tha 
appeasement of extreme French 
nationalism, the Dawes plan merely. 
outlined oserics of unnuitics with- 
out saying’ how long they ware to 
run. It therefore avoided facing, 
save by inference, what was an 
iuvidious task oven in 1924 of stat- 
ng the capital eum expected of Ger- 
many, But tho Dawes experts atill 
maintained the theory that repara- 
tions avere payment for war dam- 
ngrea, . 

In the Young plan all this was 
changed. At Inst the Germans knew 
how much they were called upon to 
pay, because the annuity schedule 
Ia equipped with a time mit. The 
annual payments capitalize roughly 
at $9,000,000,000, n decided, drop 
from $383,000,000,000, . 

The whole of the $9,000,000,000 
however, was not chargeable to war 
dumage reparations, Here is where 
the new theory of the Young plan 
comes in. The charges on Germany 
are divided into’ two categories: 

(1) $3,000,000,000 or one-third, 

being due for war damage. 

(2) $6,000,000,000, or — two- 

thirds, being due for cover 
for war debt payments. 

The first category shows ° the ¢ 
manner in which the former Allies 
have slashed thelr bill’ for war’ 
damages, ' Three billion dollars re- 
presents only about a third of what. 
the French alone claim they have 
spent for the repair‘of their de- 
vastated arenas, In its attenuated 
form this reduced charge ‘wus co- 
warded by the experts as fixed and’ 
irreducible. 

The contingent. item lay in the’ 
second category, the two-thirds of 
the annuity which is, due for war 
debt cover. Germany's creditors 
faced the logic of thelr new defini- 
tion of reparations by promising 
to ppas to Germany any rellef they 
might receive from Washington on 
thelr war debts. The benefit to 
Germany ‘vould be two-thirds, But, 
recalling the categorics, this means 


that if the Unlted States should Yq. | 


cgneel the debts,.the whole of the 
second category of Garmany’s 
obligation weuld disappear: At the 
ond Of, thirty-seven yeirs, when war 
damage reparations will, have been 
paid. the full ar:ount of any Ameri- 
can remission will revert to Ger- 
many, because after that time the 
Germans will simply be paying war 
debts.

Baltimore, Aug. 23rd.—Charles 
Adler, of Baltimore, youthful in- 
ventor who amuses himself figuring 
out unique types of traffic-control 
signals, has ,orfected a new stop- 
ko light for the benefit of the 
colour-blirid motorists, of which, 
he-says, doctora have assured him, 
there are about one in every hun- 
dred. 

The Baitimore police department, 
which has tried out virtually all of 
s\dler’s inventions, has ok’d the new 
light as entirely successful. 

In appearance it is much like the 
ordinary three-light standard in 
Keneral use, The difference lies in 
the shape of the glasa through 
which the three successive colours— 
sreen for “go,” amber for “caution” 
and red for “stop’—are shown, 


The green light, at the top, shows 
through a vertical oblong glass, 
slightly mindful of a railroad sem- 
aphore arm upraised for the “all 
clear” signal. The amber light, 
which heralds a change in_ traffic 
direction, shines through a diamond 
shaped glass below the green ens. 
The red light is seen as «horizontal 
oblong. : 

Adler’s first contribution to traffic 
contro] was an automatic signal in- 
stalled several years ago at what 
had been always a “bad” corner. 
The bulk of the traffle flows north 
and south. Motorists wishing to 
cross were forced to wait tnreason- 
ably long for a break in the stream 
of cars. The usual nutomatic light, 
governed by a clock, wasn’t sue- 
cessful because it held up the main

Oil Cheaper Than Repair’ Bills. 


POPULARITY OF 150 C.C. MOTOR CYCLES. 


From what a London motoring 
journalist has been able to gather 
in conversations with denlers and 
makers, the next London moter 
show will be remarkable for at 
leant one important new feature 
of engine-design. For ‘the first 
time since curs have~ been in 
general use, proper attention Is to 
be paid to providing the owner- 
driver with means of conveniently 
emptying the sump, a certain num- 
ber of cara boing fitted with some 
form of tap or drain-plug which 
can be opened and closed ~ from 
above, without necessitating the 
trying business of crawling under 
the enr. It is one of the in- 
explicable features of accepted 
practice that so far not more than 
half-a-dozen, European mnokes, at 
the outside, have been cquipped 
with one of the most {important 
details of all. There are two 
British makes to-day which are so 
equipped, and one French one 
used to be—may be still. 

One‘of these British cars costs 
less than £300, proof that manu- 
facturing costs have little, If any- 
thing, to do with It, for on not 
one of. the. cars costing up to 
£3,000, has there’ been anything 
leas archaic than the usual screw- 
plug-in -the- -base-—of the. -sump, 
dating back to tho dark ages of 
motoring. |The result, doubtless 
welcome: from.the point of view of 
the repairer: ahd the sarvice 

| station,.ia that a very.large num- 
ber of cars, especially those owned 
by the leas experienced, who form 
the majority, are being run under 
the worst conditions. ~ : 

It is {impossible to exaggerate 
the importance of perlodically and 
regularly changing the oil-supply 
in-a’ modern-engine, ‘particularly 
one whose working engine-speod 
fa high. The very-fincst olla made 
begin - to deterlorate - from ‘the 
moment. they are in-use, not 50 
much because of thelr quallty: or 

{the Inck of It, as. because thoy 


ee 


become diluted with a certain 
amount of petrol, due to the use 
of a starting air-strungicr, or car- 
burettor flooding, and are gradual- 
ly. contaminated by dust, minute 
Particles of metal, carbon, and 
other destructive agents. Yet it 
is a common thing to find that 
owners, dreading the dirty job of 
emptying the sump by the crude 
means at thelr disposal, sallow 
their engines of turn thrée or four 
times the distance (on one filling 
of oil) which represents the safety 
mark. 

Within reasonable limits, the oil 
should be changed as often ax 
possible, as least once in every 
1,006 miles. .If anyone should 
doubt this, let him carefully note 
the performance and “fee!” of his 
engine  firmmedintely before each 
change, .and-compare them imme- 
diately after. The difference 
shows that, in plain words, the 
engine is not being properly 
lubricated, and that. can lead to 
the ruln of the bearings and 
cylinder-walls, the most expensive 
parts to. renew. Many owners 
seeth to think that so long as fresh 
oil is ndded at frequont intervals; 
everything is safe. It is a serious 
error.

Strong Laws Save 
‘Many Lives. 


MOTOR ‘CAR TOLL. 


-During last year 82,600 auto- 
mobile deaths occurred in America, 
a 4 per cent. increase over the 1929 
record of-31,216 lives. Reports 
from thirty-three States and the 
District of Columbia, repersenting

Telegraph:)} 


Sir—May I suggest: thy reason 
“silvor has fluctuated faithfully in 
keoping with other commoditics 
whilo gold has held itself uloof” Is 
that the former, os far as the Wes- 
tern werld fs concerned, has_be- 
come a commodity in itsolf.. Com- 
modity prices represent the rela- 
tlonship between commodity and 
currency values, and the cause of 
the-recont disruption of that rola- 
tionship is the’ international debt 
situation with the resulting mal- 
distribution of the yellow motal. 
Had silver been our standard it 
would have given us no botter sur- 
vice. 

Immodiately after the | war. 
France and the U.S.A. wore warn- 
ed that unicss international debts 
wore cancelled the world could 
look in vain for any _ permanent 
industrial recovery. Britain has 
fought hard to achieve this end, 
but the U.S.A, and France stood 
adamant and to-day though fully 
live to the fact that ft Mea with- 
in their power by the cancellation 
of war debts and‘ advancing of 
credit to sct the world on its feet 
again, they still decline to make 
the necessary monetary sacrifice. 
So Britain, with her former allics 
content to sit back and watch her 
topple into industrial chaos and 
oblivion, haa the two alternatives 
—the silvor standard or n manag- 
ed currency. 

The adoption of silver would 
inevitably Jend to an apprecia- 
tion in ita value relative to com- 
modities and that would entail fn- 
creased production, Something ap- 
proaching stability might be main- 
tained by restrictign of output, but 
one insuperable obstacle to this 
would be in the necessity for the 
ULS.A.'s co-operation. And as- 
suming that could be obtained, in- 
ternational credit would undoubt- 
edjy drive ua eventually into the 


samo corner as we stand to-day 
The world’s commercial affairs 
hase become too involved to admit 
of a metal basis any longer, and 
further discussions us to its pas- 
albilities only delay real construc. 
tive netion and allow a critical 
situation to becume more and more 
precarious. We are trying to blow 
smouldering ashes into flame 
while vur only hope ties in fresh 
fuel, 

The only object of, international 
trade is speciniisation in the pro- 
duction of those commodities for 
which a country is 
adapted. The object sought in 
introducing tariffs is restriction 
of imports, but unfortunately for 
these who favour such a policy, 
the international exchange rat: of 
the country concerned rises in 
consequence and the result iy a 
corresponding reduction in ex) 
ports, To restrict imports from 
nny country reduces that country’s 
purchasing power in.our own mar- 
kets, 

Britain relies upon international 
trade for her very existence, and! 
just when wo are in unprecedent-| 
ed need of an angmentation of 
that trade we are calmly discuga- 
ing the advisability of erecting 
taritY barriers, ‘The people at 
Home are fiddlingg on the old. worn 
out party strings while Rome 
burns beneath their feet.

Bricks at Police. 


It appeared that the youthful 
demonstrators had decided to 
divide their attention between the 
Japanese and the Police, for at 
one time, a crowd gathered in the 
upper sloreys of some residences 
in Johnson Road, and hurled 
bricka at police omcers. 

In another ‘part, a concerted 
raid Was made on A Japanese shop 
which had been boarded up, and 
the barricades torn down, but be- 
fore admittance could be gained 
into the premises, the police arrly- 
ed, dispersed the mob, and took two 
youths into custody, 


Falee Alarm. 


An alarm raised in Kennedy 
Road about 10 o'clock proved 
fulse, It was reported that an at- 
tack had been made on the Chitose 
Hotel, a Japanene establishment in 
that vicinity, and Mr. D, Murphy, 
together with othe ir plainclothes of- 
fleers, rushed in cars to the scene, 
but found, that apart from a smail 
crowd which had congregated 
around the front of the building, 
nothing had happened. 

At 10.45 p.m. a Chinese girl was 
charged at the Wanchai Police 
Station with disorderly conduct. 
She was arrested by a member of 
the Flying Squad, 


Mainiand Assault. 


The mainland was brought into 
the area of disturbance by a seri- 
ous incident which occurred at 
Homuntin — shortly 
o'clovk yesterday afternoon, a 
Japanese resident named My. T. 
Tashiro, being attacked by a crowd 
of youny Chinese and ao badly in- 
jured that he had to go into hos- 
pital. 

From all accounts, the incident 
was of on particularly despicable 
nature, in that Mr. Tashiro wns 
handicapped by defective eye- 
sight and was wearing a pair of 
smoked glasses when set upon 
without warning, Mr. Tashiro 
who Hyves at No. 6, Liberty Avenue, 
was returning home, and’ the at- 
tuck occurred as he alighted from 
a bus at Soares Avenue. 

A crowd of some ten young Chi- 
nese with bamboo poles, surround- 
ed Mr. Tashiro und commenced to 
belabour him with their weapons. 
The victim was forced to run the 
gauntlet. He’ fled townurdr the 
nearest house, but before he could 
reach its friendly shelter, he 
stumbled and. fell, having by this 
time been knocked neurly sense- 
less by repented blows, Assia- 
tance was forthcoming from re- 
sidents in the vicinity, and the 
assailants withdrew.

|__At the September mon! 

ing of the C Gencral Committee of 
the Kowloon Residents’ - Associa- 
tion, the lack of facilltics at tho 
Kowloon Post Office was . again 
under discussion, as a result of 
‘further complaints from residents. 
No reply having been received to 
the submissions made by the As- 
socintion to Government in April 
lnst, It was agreed that the recent 
complaints be embodied in ao fur- 
ther-letter to-Government, atress- 
ing the necessity for provision of 
postal facilitics. commensurate 
with the needs of Kowloon. 


Hospital Facilities. 

Correspondence approved by the 
Committce included a lengthy Ict- 
ter to Government setting out the 
inadequacy of hospital facilities 
in Kowloon. For the past two 
months a special sub-committee 
has been making a thorough inves- 
tigation into these facilitiea, and 
their recommendations after o 
full discussion by the General 
Committce have been submitted to 
Government. Figures showing 


‘the number of patients attending 


at. the Kowloon Hospital show a 
decided incrense during recent 
months; 10,085 outpatients were 
treated during the first six months 
of this yenr, as against 7,695 for 
the same period last year, and for 
this large number the accommoda- 
tion provided is pitifully inade- 
quate, 
Patients Turned Away. 


The total number: of admissions 
as inpatients for 1930 was 1,694, 
while for the’ first six months of 
thia year 912 patients were ad- 
mitted as against 741 for the same 
period Inst year. A total of 439 
operations were performed during 
1980, and YI3 daring the first 
half of 1952 as against 146 for 
the same period last year. All 
beds and cots in the hospital are 
continually in use, and applica- 
tions for admission have frequent- 
ly had to be refused owing te 
hick of accommodation: the urgent 
need for incrensed. accommodu- 
tion ix apparent, and suggestions 
to this end have been forwarded 
fo Government. The Kwong: Wah 
Hospital, where some four hun- 
dred outpatients are treated daily, 
was also. visited; this hospital 
has accommodation for three hun- 
dred inpatients, and there is ael- 
dom a vacant bed. Here again a 
work of immense value to the com. 
munity is being done, but Is sore- 
ly handicapped through luck of

guese resident, 1 Mr. Barros from a 
house near-by on discovering the 
serious plight of the victim picked 
up Mr. Tashiro and endeavoured 
to Garry him up the road with the 
intention of taking him to the 
Kowloon Hospital.

The work of the various Dispen- 
sarics was also reviewed, and the 
establishmont of such’ a dispen- 
sary in the .Tsim Sha Taui 
district, which . would con- 
siderably relieve the pressure on 
the outpatients department at the 
Kowloon Hospital and obviate the 
attention of the Hespital Medical 
Officera being sought for very 
trivial cases, was recommended. 


Traffic Nolses. 


As a result of complaints re- 
celved from residents of Nathan 
Nond and other localities © where 
bus routes operate, the Associn- 
tion communiented with the three 
bur companies as to the feasibility 
of reducing the noisc ocensioned 
by screeching brakes when 
alowing up or stopping. The Kai 
Tack. Motor Bus Co. In'reply stat- 
ed that none of their buses had 
“screeching” brakes, but that If 
the number of any buses giving 
cruse for complaint in this re- 
spect could be furnished they 
would be. plensed to take up the 
matter encryetically with the 
drivers concerned; the Kowloon 
Motor Bus Co. replied that their 
Engineer hnd experimented for 
some time in an endeavour to pre- 
vent such noise, but owing to the 
construction of their brikes found 
il. impossible to eradicate it en- 
firely in wet weather. They Had 
however reduced it to a minimum, 
and would continue to give the 
matter close attention; the China 
Motor Bus Co. also stated that the 
question was receiving their ‘at- 
tention. 


Street Lighting. 


A reference in the local Press 
to the fact that reports avere cur- 
rent of Government's Intention to 
economise on street lighting was 
discussed, und was viewed with 
grave concern by the Committee, 
who decided to enquire from Gov- 
ernment whether it was in fact 
their intention to institute such 
an ecomony. 

Other subjects dealt with in- 
cluded the water pressure in dis- 
tricts South of Austin Road and 
Enst of Nathan Road, police pro- 
tection in Kowloon Tong, the sur- 
facing of the road in the vicinity 
of the Yaumati Ferry Wharf and 
hawkers in residential districts.
